Modern trends and developm ents in business and trade 
conditions have set off the farmers in the north-eastern section 
of tile I nited States from those of the Middle west and the 
South. Except in the most general terms their economic and 
political ideas differ because of the difference in fundamental 
conditions. 
Eastern farmers have never joined in the farmer move* 
j orients originating in the middle-west, such as the Granger 
movement of tile 70 s, the Populist up-rising of the SO s. nor 
the free-silver demand of the 90 s, 
I his is not because eastern 
farmers have not had their problems and difficulties, but be­ 
cause they did not see how the new plans would solve their 
troubles. 
In the present instance, this investigation shows 
again that the things attempted by the government to help 
farmers are not popular with Pennsylvania farmers.
